The Night of a Nation's Destiny 


(Continued from Page 1) 


Aaron in the opening verses of 
this chapter: “This month shall 
be umto you the beginning of 
months: HM shall be the first 
month of the year to you” (vss. 
1, 2), for something was going to 
happen on that eventful night that 


would revolutionize the whole of 


their history, as a nation, and 
even cause them to alter their 
calendar—dating everything from 
that night of destiny. 


No wonder, too, we find God 
instructing them, as we read down 
the chapter, to keep live the 
memory of that night of deliver- 
ance throughout all generations. 

The record of this wonderful 
night has travelled around the 
world—-north, south, ‘east and 
west.and wherever it has gone, 
it has carried with it its solemn 
and yet glorious message. to one 
and all; standing out, as it does, 
as the supreme Old Testament 
illustration of the value of the 
death of Christ. 

It has been chosen by the Holy 
Spirit Himself to show forth the 
great fact that God is able to 
save from His righteous ~—judg- 
ment all who believe in- Jesus, on 
the sole ground of that wondrous 
Sacrifice on Calvary for, as we 
travel down the ages we hear Him 
saying, thousands of years’ after- 
wards, in the language of the in- 
spired Word: “Even Christ our 
passover is sacrificed for us” (1 
Cor. 5:7). 

And so, just as a Jew, no mat- 
ter where he might be found, in- 
variably points to this particular 
night as the most important time 
in the history of his nation, I 
would point you back to the cross 
of Jesus as the greatest epoch 
in the history of the universe. 

The story of the passover night 
is one of the most well-known in 
the Old Testament (not only to 
Jew, but also to Gentile), yet its 
message needs constantly to be 
emphasized, 

For many a long year the chil- 
dren of Israel had been held in 
bondage in the land of Egypt, 
crushed under the iron heel of 
Pharaoh, and degraded to a na- 
tion of slaves. Such was the 
ever-increasing burden laid upon 
them by their cruel taskmasters 
that at last, bruised in body and 


as the hand of God is lifted. Suf- 
fice it to say that plague after 
plague fell in rapid succession be- 
fore the final and catastrophic 
judgment recorded in this chap- 
ter. 

God has been dealing with Pha- 
raoh in longsuffering mercy, and 
that foolish man has been playing 
fast and loose whilst the judg- 
ments of God were abroad—now 
Egypt is to be reminded from 
end to end of the folly of resisting 
God. 

He declares His intention of 
passing through the land at mid- 
night, and visiting with death ail 
the firstborn, both man and beast. 
But before one stroke of _ this 
devastating judgment is allowed 
to fall, God graciously unfolds 
the provision He has made for 
their deliverance.

Every household 
lamb, examine it 
make sure that it is free from 
even the smallest blemish, and 
then its life is to be taken and 
its blood caught in a basin. Then 
with a brush, formed of hyssop 
bunched together, that protective 
blood is to be sprinkled on the 
lintel and sideposts of their 
doors, and, says God, in the lan- 
guage of my text: “When I see 
the blood, I will pass over you” 
(vs. 13), 

How gladly the Israelite 
availed himself of the provision 
that had been made, and through- 
out Egypt that night thousands 
of men and women were literally 
“sheltering beneath the blood.” 


But on the other hand, as soon 
as the midnight hour had struck, 
there was an awful cry of anguish 
and despair heard right through- 
out the country: “for there was 
not a house where there was not 
one dead” (vs. 30)-—“‘from_ the 
firstborn of Pharaoh that sat on 
his throne unto the firstborn of 
the captive that was in the dun- 
geon, and all the firstborn of cat- 
tle” (vs. 29). 


No family was immune from 
the sentence of the heavenly 
Judge, nor could any escape from 
His all-seeing eye. Neither pal- 
ace walls nor prison bars could 
avert the death-dealing’ stroke, 
where the blood was not displayed 
as an emblem of their. faith in 
God’s promise of protection. 


upon all the firstborn in the land 
of Egypt; irrespective of their na- 
tionality—Israelite and Egyptian 
alike were then condemned. The 
former hadg been allowed to’ be 
taken into bondage because of 
their sin and depariure’ from 
God, the latter had long provoked 
the judgment of God because of 
their idolatry and defiance of His 
commands, God is going to deal 
with the entire 1and in j,udgment, 
but in thig instance we are again 
furnished with a striking exam- 
ple of the great fact that Peter 
declared in the house of Cornel- 
ius: “God is no respecter of per- 
sons” (Acts 10:54). 

It is perfectly clear, j.oreover, 
from the instructions God gave to 
the people through His servant 


Moses, that it was absolutely es- 
sential for a substitute ‘to be 
found if the Israelitish firstborn 


was to be spared from the fate 
of the Egyptians. 

Unless an acceptable substitute 
became available, whose death 
should make it possible for God 
to “pass-over”’ the house of the 
Israelite in sparing mercy, he too 
must inevitably pevish in that 
night of overwhelming disaster. 

And here, dear friends, I pause 
to remind you of the tremendous 
faét that a substitute was a simi- 
lar necessity for the human race, 
for the position of the Israelite on 
the occasion under review is a 
picture of the condition of all men 
by nature. They are under the 
curse of a broken law, and “con- 
demned already” (John 3:18). 

On almost every page of the 
Word of God we are met with 
this unwelcome but patient fact, 
that, as a result of our sin, we 
are all, like the Israelite of old, 
under “sentence of death,” for 
Scripture plainly declares’ that 
“the soul that sinneth, it shall 
die’’ (Ezek. 18:20). 

None of us can think, without 
feelings of intense pity, of the 
position of the criminal who has 
been arrested, tried and sentenced 
to death, and who is waiting hope- 
lessly in the condemned cell for 
the dread moment when that sen- 
tence will be carried into effect. 
And yet it is my bounden duty, 
as a messenger from God, to point 
out that that is precisely the posi- 
tion of the unconverted soul. 


Heaven’s sentence has _ been 
passed upon us, the sentence not 
merely of physical death (the 


separation of the spirit from the 


defense, on the contrary, alleged 
that there was, and to settle the 
dispute, they were asked to pro- 
duce the flag in question. When 
this was held up it was found 
that constant exposure to the ele- 
ments had reduced its colour to 
a very pale pink that conveyed no 
message of warning at all. 


So with the red flag of warning 
that should fly from every pulpit, 
telling men and women to “flee 


from the wrath to come” (Matt. | 


3:7). I greatly fear that in many 
cases the winds of modernism and 
“advanced” thought have so com- 
pletely changed the colour of the 
preacher's flag that its message 
has become meaningless and use- 
less. 


If there is one thing, dear 
friends, for which I humbly thank 
God, it is that not all the plaus- 
ible arguments of the modernist 
(however high his ecclestiastical 
standing or his scholastic attain- 
ments), nor yet the passing of 
the years, have paled my warn- 
ing flag. 


Once more I lift it high, as 
crimson as the first day I held 
it aloft in my Master’s name, and 
warn you again that if you are 
to be spared from eternal loss, a 
substitute is needed. 


Now having, first of all, en-

. A Substitute Provided 


Side by side with the divine 
declaration of coming judgment 
there stands the revelation of a 
merciful provision on God’s part 
whereby the firstborn of every 
Israelite might be spared, by the 
death penalty that would other- 
wise have been his being met by 
a substitute—in other words God 
would accept, as a satisfaction to 
justice, the blood of another who 
had died in his stead. 


And 'so Moses is bidden to make 
known to the people-tfie substitu- 
tionary plan that God has devised 
for their deliverance from death. 


Every household is to choose 
out a lamb, free from spot or 
blemish, and thus a fitting em- 
blem of its great antitype, and 
this lamb will be accepted by God 
as their representative and sub- 
stitute on that night of doom. 
Some member of the family must

We see the sinner lost and con- 
demned, yet loved and provided 
for, redeemed and set free, all 
portrayed in the deliverance of 
the firstborn. ‘Tis the “old, old 
story” of redemption by blood 
told out in type and shadow; an 
“early edition” of the gospel of 
the grace of God, 

There is, however, one great 
fundamental truth underlying the 
whole story, and we may write 
across the entire chapter the word 
that sums up its meaning—-SUB- 
STITUTION— or, as we have al- 
ready expressed it, “Christ ... 
sacrificed for us” (1 Cor. 5:7). 

I am convinced, dear friends, 
that it is this truth of the sub- 
stitutionary work of Jesus that 
constitutes the very essence of the 
Gospel, for I find almost every

And what shall we 
say of the preacher who has 
heard God’s ultimatum to _ the 
sinner, and fails, through unbe- 
lief or cowardice, to warn the 
people of their danger? No lan- 
guage can describe the baseness 
of his treachery, not the extent 
of-~lris responsibility, more vivid- 
ly than the terrible indictment of 
Scripture, “When I say unto the 
wicked, O wicked man, thou shalt 
surely die; if thou dost not speak 
to warn the wicked from his way, 
that wicked man shall die in his 
iniquity; but his blood will I re- 
quire at thine hand” (Ezek. 33:8). 
I pray God to save me from the 
heavy responsibility of the faith- 
less watchman. 

Some years ago a terrible acci- 
dent occurred, in which several

die. There was no escape from 
the alternative of redemption or 
destruction. So this inspired nar- 
rative teaches us afresh the mean- 
ing of substitution. 


And ‘tis but a short way to 
Calvary from a scene such as we 
have just been looking at. 

A similar, yet infinitely more 
wonderful sight, meets our vision 
there, for the twelfth chapter -of 
Exodus is a finger-post te our 
great Redeemer’s cross, where He 
who in His spotless purity, was 
called the "Lamb of God,” took 
away “the sin of the world” 
(John 1:29). 

If there is one thing that, as 
a preacher, I feel most incompe- 
tent to describe, it is that awe- 
inspiring scene when, shrouded in 
supernatural darkness, the sin- 
less Son of God voluntarily took 
upon Himself the load of guilty 
man, and “redeemed us from the 
curse of the law, being made a 
curse for us” (Gal. 3:13). 

There are mysteries profound 
in that mighty work of redemp- 
tion, but thank God there shines 
forth im glorious simplicity the 
great fact that in that bleeding, 
dying form, we see a Substitute 
previded. 

The Israelites’ Lamb, chosen 
without blemish, kept, and finally 
slain, points unmistakably to 
Him whom Peter, in cae lan- 
guage, described as 


Tbeenyt Gir Madaiae 
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bells all. chimed to the keynote of 
@alvary. Gipsy Smith strings all 
his pearls on the red cord of the 
atonement.” 


And we could add the names of 
scores of others, who learnt in like 
manner that the secret of evan- 
gelistic success was to proclaim 
the glorious message of a Substi- 
tute provided. 

But whilst all that we have said 
is wWondrously true, I cannot close 
my message, dear friends, with- 
out inviting your closest attention 


/to the fact that we see finally in 
our story: 


S. A Substitute Accepted 

‘luough the firstborn son of that 
Esraelitish family. may feel a heavy 
load taken from his shoulders as 
he hears the blessed news that 
God will be pleased to accept the 
deaih of the unblemished lamb in 
his stead; though he may take 
the greatest possible. care to 
ensure that the lamb of his choice 
meets the divinely stipulated con- 
ditions, and though he may, by 
his own hand, take the life of his 
substitute, and catch the warm 
life-blood of the guiltless victim in 
& basin, yet, I would have you 
particularly notice, dear friends, 
that if he stops short at this stage 
and goes no further, he will in no 
wise benefit from the death of his 
substitute, for God has clearly 
said, “When I see the blood I will 
pass over you” (vs. 13) and there 
is a personal and important step 
still left for him to take. 

He must indicate his acceptance 
of that divinely provided substitute 
by dipping the hyssop brush into 
the basin of blood and sprinkling 
its crimson mark upon the lintel 
and sideposts of his house. He must 
Shelter behind and beneath the 
blood, that speaks to God of his 
personal acceptance and trust in 
the death of another—and then 
only can he rest implicitly upon 
the assurance of our text, that 
God will “pass over’”’ him. 

But when that simple act of 
appropriation has been finished, 
and the blood of the slain lamb 
sprinkled upon the house door as 
divinely instructed, there need be 
mo further cause for apprehension 
or fear, for the language of God's 
assuring promise now becomes a 
firm foothold for faith: “When I 
see the blood I will pass over you.” 

Let me emphasize the important 
fact that it was not the blood in 
the veins of a living lamb, how- 
ever unblemished and suitable for 
a substitute it may have been, nor 
the blood in the basin of the 
Israelitish family, however it may 
have proven the death of the 
guiltiess creature, but it was the 
blood sprinkled upon the lintel 
and sideposts of the door which 


spelt deliverance, signifying, as it | 


did. that the firstborn in that 
dwelling recognized his danger, be- 
Heved God’s promise and accepted 
the death of the innocent substi- 
tute on his own behalf. 

Surely if there is one part of 
my message that stands in need 
ef repeated emphasis today, dear 
friends, it is just this essential 
truth of the necessity of accepting 
the Son of God as our own per- 
sonal Substitute and Saviour, 
acknowledging that although our 
sins deserved eternal death, He, 
in His infinite mercy, bore their 
penalty for us, and died in our 
stead. 

It is not enough to appreciate 
the spotless beauty and trans- 
parent purity of the living Christ; 
for the modernist will speak with 
great fervour of the perfect man- 
hood of Jesus of Nazareth, though 
ke looks upon His death on the 
eross merely as a supreme 
example of martyrdom, dying for 
the cause of truth and righeous- 
mess which He held dear. Neither 
as it enough to recognize the true 
geaning of the cross, and have a 
elear and decided knowledge that 
Gis wondrous death was substi- 
utionary in its character. The 
@irst is but to admire the “Living 

amb” with unblemished blood 
fiowing through His veins, the 
second but to realize that His life 
thas been forfeited in order that 
sinners may go free. 

The essential and important 
step for ws ali to take, and I pray 
God you may de M now, is, I re- 
peat, to accept the Lord Jesus 


Christ, the “Lamb of God,” as our 
Own personal Substitute, confes- 
sing before God and man that our 
trust and hope is in the fact that 
“he was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, he was bruised for our 
iniquities;: the chastisement of our 
peace was upon him; and with his 
stripes we are healed” (Isa. 53:5). 

When we take this decisive step, 
affecting as it does our eternal 
destiny, we “sprinkle the blood’ 
on the “lintel and sideposts” of 
our lives and may rest with un- 
dimmed confidence on the same 
biessed promise as the Israelite 
of old, for; 

K is His word, God's precious 

word, 
It stands forever true; 

“When I the Lord shall see the 

blood. 
I will pass over you.’ 

How I wish it was possible for 
me to give place for a moment to 
one of the delivered firstborn, in 
order that he might speak to you 
on this great truth I have been 


striving to bring before you—the 
truth of substitution. 
I can imagine with what 


kindling eye and glowing heart he 
would illustrate the simple yet pro- 
found lesson. 1 almost fancy I 
can hear him saying: “I deserved 
to have died that night, dear 
friends, for 1 was the one who had 
Sinned and merited the sentence 
of death. But that innocent 
guileless lamb died in my place. 
Its life was forfeited that mine 
might be spared. It died that I 
might live.’ It was my Substitute.”

C. H. Spurgeon, that Prince of 
Preachers, who, with golden voice, 
delighted to speak of Christ's 
vicarious death, used to tell of a 
single verse, written on paper, 
which hung on the wall of a noble- 
man’s study in London.

Vaipy, the eminent Greek scholar 
and author of some standard 
school books.

Lord Roden’s hos- 
pitable mansion was often full of 
visitors, among whom were many 
old Army officers. One of these was 
General Taylor, who served with 
distinction under Wellington at 
Waterloo. He had not, at that 
time, thought much on_ eternal 
things, and preierred to avoid all 
discussion of them, But soon after 
the paper was hung up he went 
into the study to talk with his 
friends alone, and his eyes rested 
for a few moments upon the verse. 
Later in the day Lord Roden, upon

At another visit the host noticed 


that whenever General Taylor was | 


in the study his eyes rested on that 
verse. At length Lord 
broke the ice by saying, ‘‘Why 
General, you will soon know that 
verse by heart.” “I know it now 
by heart,” replied the General 
With emphasis and feeling. A 
change came over his whole spirit 
and life. No one who was 
intimately acquainted: with him 
could doubt its reality. During 
the following two years he cor- 


responded regularly with Lord 
Roden about the things which 
concerned his peace, always con- 


cluding his letters by quoting Dr 
Valpy’s verse. At the eng of that

departed in peace, and that the

4. A Lost Art 

The church suffers today be- 
cause evangelism is no longer the 
heart of its program. It is all but 
a lost art. Many churches are 
busy but not about the Lord’s 
business. They are so busy in 
their “busyness’ that they have no 
time for the Church's real busi- 
ness. 

Many try to shift the responsi- 
bility of soul winning. The church 
is not a cold storage plant to keep 
Christians from spoiling, nor a 
showroom to put them on display, 
nor a hospital for weak and sickly 
specimens, nor yet a morgue where 
the dead are kept. The church is 
an assembly of called-out, born- 
again believers, worshipping God 
and zealously working to win men 
for Jesus Christ and seeking to 
build them up in the holy faith. 
Evangelism is the business of 
every child of God. He may do 
it in his own way but he is under 
compulsion to do it in some way. 


ery Christian Was a 
Witness 

Keuben A. Torrey related 
the following personal experience: 
“Some years ago when I was 
speaking in the city of Minne- 
apolis, I noticed down inthe 
audience a young lawyer. When 
the meeting was over I made my 
way to him and said, ‘Are you a 
Christian?’ ‘Well, sir,’ he said, ‘I 
consider myself a Christian.’

At this 
closing service, eighty-eight came 
forward to accept Christ. 

Offier results were eighty-two 
young people dedicating them- 
selves for full-time Christian 
service, a goodly number of them 
volunteering for foreign mission 
service. Over four hundred ac- 
cepted Christ during the three 
weeks in Athens, Georgia.

But some 
of the smaller churches gave 
such fine cooperation that it en- 
abled us to come_out victorious in 
the last week. They say that the 
crowds were consistently § the 
largest they have had in five such 
campaigns. The last week the 
tabernacle was taxed to capacity 
and the power of the Lord came. 
There were in all some 140 or 
more professions of faith, and a 
mighty moving of the Spirit 
among Christians.

Evangelist Carlye Scott of 713 
Whitelock Avenue, Crawtords- 
ville, Indiana, had a fine union re- 
vival campaign in Elkhart, in- 
diana.

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Dynamic Detroit Being Groomed for 
City-Wide Campaign, January, 1948

Perhaps one of the most ex- 
tensive city-wide campaigns dur- 
ing the coming year, promoted by 
CHRIST FOR AMERICA, will be 
the “Christ for Greater Detroit’’ 


crusade. Tremendous  prepara- 
tions are being made in the auto- 
mobile city and several hundred 
churches will probably support the 
effort to reach an estimated 850,- 
000 unchurched and unsaved per- 


sons resident there. This is the 
first concerted city-wide Gospel 
effort since the days of Billy Sun- 
day's campaign in Detroit twenty- 
seven years ago.

The class ranges 
around 700 in attendance, and will 
continue weekly until Christmas. 
Another notable ministry in awak- 
ening the city will be an exchange 
of pulpits on the part of probably 
150 churches of greater Detroit 
when the pastors will cooperate 
in a pre-campaign week of sim- 
ultaneous evangelistic meetings. 
This will be planned for the pe- 
riod December 2-7.
